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Refreshed Community Plan 
needs input from residents 


By Marion Draper 

THE original Community Plan for Crewkerne, commis¬ 
sioned in 2006, is now due for an update and residents 
will be asked for their input on the projects they would 
like to see tackled in the town. 

A reminder of the projects completed as a result of the 
previous plan has been put onto a storyboard in the win¬ 
dow of the former shoe shop in Market Street, and the 
new consultation will be launched at the annual town 
meeting on Monday, April 15th. 

Moving with the times, social media will be used as part 
of the consultation with Facebook and Twitter pages 
where people can make constructive comments on the 
good, the bad and the ugly within their community. 

It was back in 2001 when the initial workshops for the 
Community Plan were held and, in 2004, funding was 
granted for the large amount of work that went into public 
consultation. 

The collated information led to projects and A Better 
Crewkerne and District (ABCD) was formed into a char¬ 
ity to work alongside South Somerset District Council to 
make more funding available. 

Project that have since been complated have included 
the clutter clear out of sign posts alongside the Civic So¬ 
ciety, walks leaflets, traders and visitors boards and three 
volunteer fairs. Major projects include the improved 
pedestrian link between the George Shopping Centre and 
Falkland Square, which involved negotiating with five 
different land owners and also resulted in the upgrading 
and adoption of George Fane. 

The George Reynolds Centre was kick started by 
ABCD, which provided the funding for the initial plans 
and drawings. A traffic management consultation with 
Somerset County Council was held in 2008, The public 
meeting and exhibition led to comments which were all 
compiled into a report by ABCD and fed back to the 
county council for future reference. 

The business showcase held last year, with the Rotary 
Club and local businesses working with ABCD, led o the 
revival of the Chamber of Trade and subsequently the 
Town Team. 

One of the largest achievements to date has been the 
Conservation Area appraisal, which saw ABCD working 
with officers at the district council to enlarge the bound¬ 
aries. 

Regeneration officer for the district, Zoe Harris, said 
the value of the work to date as a direct result of the orig¬ 
inal Community Plan has run to around £2.5million. 

Chairman of ABCD, Diane Butler, said: “If Crewkerne 
is going to continue to grow in the right direction, we 
need a new evidence base. 

“When we launch, we will need more volunteers to 
work on the next Community Plan. There will be public 
workshops to identify the need and the important thing 
is to gather robust information.” 

Secretary and local councillor Angie Singleton said they 
had decided to include social media as an exciting way 
to involve younger residents, who may be more comfort¬ 
able with this medium rather than filling out a question¬ 
naire or for those who may not find it convenient to get 
to a workshop.

Proposal to help small businesses 
moving forward at old showroom 


By Marion Draper 

CREWKERNE Town Team is forging ahead with 
their plan to turn the former furniture showroom on 
South Street into an incubation centre for small busi¬ 
ness. 

The team have put together a business plan and are 
trying to secure the funding they need to get started. 
Crewkenre Town Council has already pledged its sup¬ 
port to help with start-up some funding. 

Brian Forster of PrototypeMe presented the team 
with a scale model depicting how the floor plan could 
work, which is now on display in the Local Informa¬ 
tion Centre at the Town Hall. 

The premises of the former showroom have been 
chosen by the Town Team for several reasons, includ¬ 
ing its proximity to the town centre, physical size and 
floor space, large windows and its advertising poten¬ 
tial. 

The model was made to enable a visualisation of 
how the floor space could be divided up into six rea¬ 
sonably sized units, allowing for an open plan layout 
with one unit enclosed for confidential meetings. 

Each unit would be approximately nine square me¬ 
tres (100 square feet). 

An area at the front door will be reserved for a per¬ 
manent manager. In the back of the premises would 
be toilet facilities, a kitchen area and a square load¬ 
ing/unloading area with double doors. These area's 
would be for staff only. 

The Town Team’s plan is to rent these units out to 
new or previously home-run businesses. Tenants 
would start on a low rent with one month renewable 
leases. Over time and as their business grow the rent 
will increase to a commercial rate, at which point they 
will be asked to find a commercial property. 

During this time mentoring and training courses will

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Former Holyrood student takes on 
425-mile for Macmillan Cancer Care

FORMER Holyrood student and sports enthusiast Chris 
Medland is taking on the Macmillan Pyrenees Coast to 
Coast cycle ride, starting on September 14th, to raise 
funds for the charity. 

Chris, now assitant editor for sports television chan¬ 
nel ESPN, will be riding for his mum Jaqueline, who 
lives in Hortne and has been diagnosed with breast 
cancer for the third time. 

Majesticare, which runs Oak Lodge Care Home in 
Chard, is Chris'official sponsor in his plight to raise 
funds for Macmillan Cancer Care, and Jaqueline was 
able to attend a fundraising balloon launch at the 
home over Easter. 

Chris said: "This ride is something that has been 
brewing for quite a while.The first two times Mum was 
diagnosed with cancer I was powerless to do anything; 
a feeling I believe is common among many family 
members of cancer sufferers. 

"Then, this third time, my reaction was similar to be¬ 
fore and I kept everything from my friends in order to 
try and carry on as normally as possible. 

"At mum's request I told my closest friends and then 
found out one of them, Kelly, was going through 
something similar with her mum, Sandra. Unfortu¬ 
nately, while Mum got more encouraging news from 
the doctors, Sandra was not so lucky and died in 
March 2011. 

"I had the same powerless feeling but realised I could 
try and make a tiny difference by raising money for 
Macmillan, who have supported mum and also sup¬ 
ported Kelly's family. After a few false starts I felt that I 
really needed to commit to a ride this winter. 

"London to Paris was the original plan, but then 
Bernie Ecclestone changed the Formula One race cal¬ 
endar and I couldn't do it, so I could either wait a year

or take on the more challenging Pyre¬ 
nees Coast to Coast ride. 

"I very quickly chose that latter; if 
you're going to ask people to sponsor 
you it better be for something impres¬ 
sive, right? So, the Pyrenees and some 
of the toughest Tour de France climbs is 
what I'll be taking on - 425 miles over six 
days, climbing to peaks over 2,000 me¬ 
tres high and trying to get safely down 
them again. 

"After signing up I decided I should 
probably buy a bike - I've never ridden 
a road bike before - and then I got on to 
worrying about fundraising. 

I must raise a minimum of £3,250 to 
be able to ride, so I contacted a number 


of For¬ 
mula One 
teams and 
have received 
items to auction off to raise money. A 
number of sports clubs have also sig¬ 
nalled their intentions to help too, but 
by far the most support has come from 
Majesticare, so thank you very much to 
them for that." 

While Majesticare is helping with a 
number of fundraisers in Somerset, do¬ 
nations can also be made online 
through the Just Giving website

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Swanmead students get hands-on with science 


LAB in a Lorry, a mobile science lab for young people, vis¬ 
ited Ilminster recently giving the students of Swanmead 
Community School an opportunity for some extra physics 
lessons. 

Designed to inspire the next generation of scientists 
and engineers, Lab in a Lorry offers 11 to 14 year olds the 
opportunity to explore science through specially created 
interactive experiments. 

The Lab in a Lorry programme consists of two 44 feet 
lorries that have been visiting schools, youth organisa¬ 
tions, major events and communities free-of-charge 
across the UK and Ireland since early 2005. Each lorry is 
fitted with three distinct lab areas, where groups of up to 
six young people can take part in each of the fun and in¬ 
formative experiments. 

The programme is delivered by volunteers - all scientists 
and engineers - and everyone gets to try their hand at ex¬ 
perimental science and think about the surprises and 


questions that arise. 

The Swanmead youngsters were shown the magic of 
fibre optics and how sunlight can change colour due to 
the particles in the atmosphere. They were captivated by 
using specialist equipment they would never have access 
to in a school, such as an endoscope. 

Lab in a Lorry in Somerset is a partnership between the 
Institute of Physics and EDF Energy. The Schlumberger 
Foundation is a founding partner and volunteer assis¬ 
tance provided by STEMNET. 

Institute of Physics spokesperson James Bamford said: 
"Lab in a Lorry is a fantastic experience for young people. 
It generates excitement and curiosity in science by letting 
them explore experimental science for themselves with 
the help of expert mentors."

MOTHER of a lively two year old, Hayley Burridge 
is on a mission to help others like her after losing 
seven pounds as a member of WeightWatchers. 

Like many pregnant ladies, she found her weight 
gain an issue but when it began spiralling out of con¬ 
trol, diabetes also raised its head. 

After a difficult pregnancy and a difficult birth, she 
ended up not knowing what had happened to her and 
looking at her almost 15-stone body scared her. She 
had lost all her self-confidence and despite support 
from husband Paul, would wear jogging bottoms and 
a hoody to bed. 

Before her pregnancy, Hayley worked for a domicil¬ 
iary care company, performing home assessment rotas 
for carers, she was outgoing and friendly. 

Once she had lost her weight, her leader at the time 
suggested she would make a great leader, as she could 
really empathise with others who were struggling and 
Chard was in need of a permanent leader. 

Now she leads in Chard, Axminster and Exmouth. 

She said: “I love to help people make a change and 
believe in themselves, it makes me feel good to help 
them. From my own health side, I am very conscious 
of keeping the diabetes a bay, there is a lot in my fam¬ 
ily and I want to be able to run around after my little 
boy. 

“There are many levels of weight loss for people, 
some have only a stone they want to lose to feel more 
comfortable in their clothes, others are like me but hey 
all need the same level of support, every member 
counts, no matter how you are feeling. You would 
think it was all about clothe sizes but it isnft, itfs about 
feeling comfortable in your own skin. 

“I’d like to see more men coming, we do have a few 
but I think it’s more difficult for men to walk through 
the door without someone else, they usually come 
with a spouse. 

“Walking through the door is the hardest part, we are 
really bubbly, happy class and all support each other 



in a positive way. 

It’s not all lettuce leaves either, I eat just what I want, 
just watch my portion sizes and if I have an Indian for 
supper, I have less for lunch. I am big on homemade 
chicken curry at the moment, done in the slow cooker. 
“My husband comes home and they have a boys night 
while I go out and do my thing, it’s great. Without his 
support and that of my mother and mother-in-law, I 
don’t think I would have coped at all after George was 
bom, I couldn’t go out of the house for months 

“I never would have thought when I started these 
classes that I would be looking at this as my future ca¬ 
reer but there are people who have been doing this for 
20-30 years. I am loving it and I can fit it around my 
son which is great and I just want to keep going, it is 
so rewarding.”

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Taste of New York at new look Harbour 


T HE tastes and smells of New York’s 
unique street cuisine have been 
transported to East Devon with the 
relaunch of the restaurant at the re¬ 
cently refurbished Harbour Inn at Axmouth. 

The inspiration for a New York street food section 
on the new menu at The Harbour came when new 
owners, the Valentine family, who also runs the pop¬ 
ular Wheelwright at Colyford, spent a holiday in the 
Big Apple. 

So now it’s possible to dine out on some of the New 
York specials that have earned a world-wide reputa¬ 
tion, including the classic New York chilli dog, New 
York sliders, pulled pork shoulder and the Juicy 
Lucy burger (price range £7.50 to £1L) 

But the new Harbour menu offers a great more 
than some of the favourite dishes in down-town 
Manhattan. The Valentines - Gary, Toni and daugh¬ 
ter Christy - have transported their culinary profes¬ 
sionalism - and a team of chefs - from the 
Wheelright, which they have built into one of East 
Devon’s most popular restaurants, to the Axmouth 
pub.

One of the Axe Valley’s most charismatic venues 
for many years with a strong local clientele, a three- 
month refurbishment programme has given The 
Harbour a very much more open and inviting atmos¬ 
phere. 

And if the support the village pub has enjoyed 
since reopening the doors is anything to go by, the 
new-look Harbour will rival the Valentine’s success 
at The Wheelwright. Diners have been flocking to 
the pub to try the menu with the emphasis very 
much on traditional dishes and value for money as 
well as the New York street food innovation. 

To make it a complete eating experience, catering 
for all tastes and pockets, as well as a full a la carte 
menu and regular specials, The Harbour also offers 
its clientele the opportunity to share dishes with fish 
and house tasting boards for just £12 and a two-for- 
one option with three choices - seared lamb’s liver 
with creamy mash and caramalised onion gravy (£13 
for two); beer battered fish and chips with home¬ 
made mushy peas (£14 for two) and Colyford 
butcher’s sausages and mash (£13 for two). 

For those looking for a snack during the day (12 
noon to 6 pm) a sandwich in a bag (tuna bagel cheese 
melt, ham, cream cheese and tomato and the classic 
BLT) can be purchased for £4. 

When we visited The Harbour last week the pub 
was already heaving at 7.30 pm when we arrived and 
Christy explained that they had not had time to take 
stock since reopening. 

For starters I plumped for the basket of sticky 
chicken wings in a delicious BBQ glaze, a meal in it¬ 
self with five giant wings in the stickiest sauce I 
have tasted, all for just £4.50. 

Jackie, my wife, chose the duck liver parfait and 
orange butter with toasted croutons and redcurrant 
jelly at £5 and kept me a corner to taste. Very or¬ 
angey. 

None of the starters (listed on the menu as “Begin-

nings”) are priced at more than £5 and others that 
caught my fancy included slow-cooked pork belly 
with sticky Crabbies ginger glaze and Braeburn 
apple fritter and potted smoked mackerel with 
toasted ciabatta and horseradish mayo. For vegetar¬ 
ians, sauteed chestnut mushrooms with marsala 
cream sauce on toasted croutons sounded tempting. 

As a dedicated fan of offal (the product of a working 
class upbringing) I immediately went for the “From 
The Land” section of the menu and decided on the 
seared lambs’ liver with crispy bacon, creamy mash 
with caramalised onion gravy with a medley of sea¬ 
sonal vegetables (£9). 

This was no-nonsense pub grub with style, cooked 
to perfection, the lamb being slightly pink, just as I 
like it, and historic mash.

Other options “From The Land” included a pie of 
the day with creamy mash, a jug of gravy and sea¬ 
sonal veg (£11), locally sourced honey roasted ham, 
two eggs and triple friend chips (£9); chickenbreast 
stuffed with leeks, pinenuts, cheese and bacon, 
wrapped in parma ham and served on a pea and 
mint risotto (£13); Colyford butcher’s sausages with 
creamy mash, onion gravy and veg (£8.50); and 70s 
retro classic beef lasagne served with a baby leaf 
salad and garlic bread (£9). The most expensive dish 
on the menu comes at £16 for a 10 ounce Devon rump 
steak, served with sauteed mushroom, rocket and 
red onion salad and triple friend chips. 

Jackie preferred the “Out To Sea” section, choos¬ 
ing smoked haddock and Godminster Cheddar fish¬ 
cakes served with a baby leaf salad, triple fried chips 
and lemon mayo (£10), describing them as ‘really 
tasty”. 

Also on the “Out To Sea “ section were beer bat¬ 
tered fish and chips with homemade minty peas and 
chunky tartare sauce (£11); basket of wholetail 
scampi with triple fried chips and tartare sauce 
(£10); and Branscombe fish pie (£13), cod, salmon and 
smoked haddock topped with cheesy mash and sea¬ 
sonal veg. 

“From The Garden” listed four options for none- 
meat or fish eaters: Somerset goats cheese and cara¬ 
malised red onion tart (£11); super salad of mixed 
leaves with broad beans, fresh garden peas, sweet 
peppers, pumpkin seeds and minted yoghurt dress¬ 
ing skimpy fries (£8); halloumi and hummas, grilled 
in a sesame seed bun (£8.50); and pea and fresh mint 
risotto (£9). 

Puddings at The Harbour are labelled as “Naughty 
Treats” - and I was very naughty in choosing the tof¬ 
fee apple Eton mess (£4), a new take on one of my

(120 singers) and orchestra (46 musicians) are rehearsing 
with eager anticipation for the world premiere of the new 
English oratorio in Wells Cathedral on Saturday, April 13th.

A new pricing structure has been introduced to re¬ 
flect the three trim levels and the battery-leasing op¬ 
tions now available - but things are far from 
complicated. Cars bought with leased batteries will 
be known as 'Flex' models and buyers will be able to 
get behind the wheel of an entry-level Visia LEAF on 
that basis for £15,990 (after receipt of the Govern¬ 
ment's £5,000 plug-in grant). 

The separate battery lease payment ranges from just 
£70 per month depending on the length of the con¬ 
tract and mileage covered. 

The highest price anyone will pay for a LEAF is 
£25,490 (again, after receipt of the grant). This will 
be for a top-of-the-range Tekna LEAF, with the bat¬ 
tery bought outright. 

The new LEAF features more than 100 improve¬ 
ments over its predecessor - many of which were 
made as a result of feedback from Nissan's active 
community of LEAF owners. 

Most notably, the car's range has been extended 
from 109 miles to 124 miles. And its battery is capa¬ 
ble of recharging in about half the time of the first- 
generation LEAF. 

The longer range has been achieved by improving 
the LEAF'S aerodynamics and its regenerative brak¬ 
ing system and a more efficient E-powertrain. The 
real world range has also been improved with the in¬ 
troduction of a new heating system which is 70 per 
cent more efficient through the use of a heat pump 
in the system. 

But that's far from the whole story. New interior trim, 
the addition of Nissan's Around View Monitor tech¬ 
nology and new suspension settings specifically tai¬ 
lored for European roads build on the LEAF'S unique 
driving experience. 

The three trim levels available to UK buyers are Visia, 
Acenta and Tekna. All models have increased boot 
space because of the relocation of the charging 
point and an enhanced interior trim. There is a 
height adjust facility on both front seats and more 
foot space for passengers.
